i Would Apply Better Business Meth-

broad vision, is able to see them. He 


hag many pat stories illustrating his 
points, and tells many incidents that 
embellish his statements, 
them doubly interesting. Those who 
had never heard him before and were 
looking for something “meaty” in 
his discourse may have been a little 
disappointed at the outset, for he 
talked in a lighter vein and brought 
out many laughs, but before he was 
thru he gave every one 
think about and to digest. 

His subject was “Too much govern- 
ment.” He stated 
800,000 laws on the statute books of 
Michigan, when ten would be enough. 


He would eliminate the governments; 


of the states and confine the admin- 
istration of the government to one 
central power in Washington. And 
further that he would have but one 
congressman from each state and pay 
him a salary of $25,000 a year and 
have him serve every day in the year. 
At present Michigan has 13 congress- 
ten at a salary of $7,500 each a year, 
is allowed about $1,500 each a year 
for clerk hire, which is usually his 
wife, is furnished an elaborate office 
and messenger gervice. Besides this 
he is. allowed 20 cents a mile for tra- 
vel, when the railroad rate is only 
1 cents. (Mileage fee of congress. 
man from California to Washington 
and return is about $1,200 each, and 
there are about twenty members. The 
tremendous expense here alone in this 
one simple item of railroad fare is 
easily manifest. There are 48 states 
each with its quota of representa- 
tives.) 

Continuing Mr. Brownell said that 
there is no other way to cut down 
taxes except by cutting costs of gov- 
ernment. ‘We want congressmen to 
work for the country at large and not 
alone to try and pet as much for his 
community as is possible, to the pos- 
sible neglect of the remainder.” He 
gave figures showing the tremendous 
cost of public buildings, and cited one 
instance where two million dollars 
were expended in a building in which 
to hold federal court one week in a 
year; and many other just as unrea- 


sonable expenditures, all to be paid 
for by the tax payer. He advocated 
the enlargement of the supreme 


court and to let that body function 
‘nu all affairs of the government. 

In our schools, he would add in- 
struction on the duties of citizens, 
and would give to our boys and girls 
responsibility and would do it -early. 
In speaking of the disarmament con- 
ference in Washington, he said that 
‘t would be a failure unless it was 
vrown out of the spirit of God. 

We can give our readers but.a few 
of the many big ideas advanced by 
the speaker. He proved one of the 
most interesting men that has ever 
come to our city. His ten years as- 
seciation with Henry Ford as adver- 
tising manager of the Ford Motor 
company gave him much first hand 
knowledge of that gentleman, and in 
the responses to the applause of his 
auditors, he told many interesting 
things, about Mr, Ford and his plant. 
The theories of Mr. Brownell seem to 
be many years fn advance of this ‘gen- 
eration, but he assured his lHsteners 
that the time was near when they 
would -be in operation, and that it 
was as impossible to stop it as it was 
to push back the waters of Niagara 
fulls with the hand. There is only 
me way to pravent its coming and 
that is by the closing of every school 
in the country, that enlightenment 
and education may no longer be had. 
The commission form of government, 
that is now In operation in many cit- 
ies would eventually be coptinyed in 
the business handling of all affairs of 
government, and then partisanship 
will be supplanted by patriotism, and 
waste and useless extravagance by 
good business methods.

“Whooping Cough.” 
Signed: Village Board of Health, 
Carl Jenson, Health Officer. 

Mr. Jenson also gives out: for pub- 
lication the following information 
for the benefit of the publie.; 

Whooping Cough. 
1. Cases must be reported. : 
2. Conspicuous placard on the house. 
3. Exclude from school children in 
the household whg have not had 
whoobing cough, - 4 
4. Children should be permitted to gu 
vut every day, but muat wear upon 
their left arm, between the elbow and 
shoulder, 9 band of red eloth upon 
which appears in substantial cloth let- 
ters an Inch high the words “Whoop- 
ing Cough.” They must not be allow- 
ed to come In contact with others who 
have not had the diagase, 

Terminal. Glsintac tion shall mean 
such combination of chemicals, soap 
and water, sunlight and fresh air as 
are required for the individual case. 

Parents are warned not to let chil- 
dren with whooping cough attend any 
public gatherings nor expose them- 
selves in the presence of ather chil. 
dren, In ease jf may be neceagary 
that the parents negd ta take the chil-

Farm Bureau Notes 
R. D. BAILEY 


County Agricultural Agent 


Unseen Friends. 


Amid all our tasks, troubles, and 
disappointments, there must come to 
the consciousness of every fair-mind- 
ed man that many of the opportuni- 
ties and successes that he has enjuy- 
ed have come through the kindly as- 
sistance, by word or deed, of friends, 
mInuny vt them unseen. 

Few of us know what trade comes 
to us because friends have recom- 
mended us, 2 

Few of us know just how much 
our oppertunities would have been 
diminished had not unseen friends 
suid a good word for us, done us a 
good turn. 

Doubtless, farmers are dependent, 
more than any other class of people, 
upon the helpful ministrations of un- 
seen friends— 

: The Bacteria. 

_This word, bacteria, should not be 
side-stepped by us tillers of the soil, 
under the plea, that we are too busy 
at hard work, or too tired, to bother 
with new-fangled words and paper- 
collared ideas about farming, 

Brothér, the farmer who soonest 
recognizes the existence of the hidden 
but mighty force of bacterial life, is 
soonest going to succeed at farming. 

It is high time that the part play- 
ed by bacteria in agriculture be well 
known. by every farmer; for, as we 
put ourselves in tune with their work 
we succeed or fail. 

I shall, today, say little about bac- 
teria in water, milk, preserved fruits, 
meats and «vegetables; little about 
certain kinds of bacteria rendering 
deadly sewage sanitary through the 
medium of the sceptic tank; little 
about the bacteria of tuberculosis, as 
it affects a man’s family and his cat- 
tie; but, shall speak plainly, in un- 
derstandable English, about bacteria 
as they affect soils, fertilizers and 
crops, 

Humus is the life of the soil. 

Humus is decayed organic matter. 

Humus as such is of no use to plants

Harper’s plot had a two-fold purpose, 
ed in the state’s investigation.

Harper 
planned to attack Warden Catlin first, 
and force him or some guard to open 
the gate.

Arthur Menhennit, son of the deputy 
who was visiting his father when the 
attack occurred, rushed into the fray 
and got Harper on his back. Menhen- 
nit, who weighs only 120 pounds, had 
the best of the argument until Perry 
and Roberts went to Harper's aid. Rob- 
erts has confessed that {t was his 
knife that caused the younger Menhen- 
nit’s wounds,

JELLIED PEEL. 

5 ounces peel cut in thin strips 1-4 
inch wide (grapefruit, orange, or lem- 
on.) 

1 cup sugar for sirup. 

2-3 cup water for sirup. 

1-4 teaspoon salt. 

1-4 cup sugar for rolling strips. 

Use strips of thick, soft peel free 
from blemishes from bright-colored, 
heavy smooth-skinned grapefruit, lem- 
ons, er oranges. Add 1 quart of 
boil 
Repeat this process until the strips 
have been parboiled 3 times, discard- 
ing the water after each cooking. The 
strips should then be tender. 

Dissolve the sugar in the water for 


‘the sirup, in a small saucepan, add 


the strips of grapefruit or orange 
peel, and cook rapidly for about 20 
minutes, then place an asbestos mat 
under the pan, and cantinue the boil- 
ing about 20 minutes longer, or until 
the sirup is all absorbed by the peel. 


Great care must be taken at this 
point that the sirup does not scorch, 
and the strips of pee] must be turn- 
ed frequently. Use a fork in turn- 
ing the strips and in removing them 
from the pan. 

Place the peel on waxed paper until 
cool, and, using the flat side of a 
knife, roli the strips in granulated 
sugar. Let the strips dry out for an 
hour or two, then wrap in waxed pa- 
per, and keep in tightly covered tin 
containers until used. This confection 
should keep in good condition for 2 
or 3 weeks, if stored in a moderately 
coo} place.

AIREDALE DOG NOT SCOTCH 


Breed Had its Origin in| Yorkshire, 
England, and is a coMpar- 
ative Newcomer, 


Your airedale is not a Scotch dog. 
He is not of Scotch ancestry and no 
blood of Scotch dogs flows tn ‘his 
veins. He is an Irish and English 
dog. The name of his breed does not 
come from tbe County Ayr in Scot- 


land, but from the River Aire in 
Yorkshire, England. Nor is the alre 
dale an old breed of dog, as such 


things are measured fn the dog world. 
It is neither an old family nor a 
“first family” among dogs, The alre- 
dale Is a newcomer. Dogs of this 
breed were first exhibited at Shiptey, 
tn Yorkshire in 1876, rnd they were 
then called, not airedale, but “water- 
side terriers." These dogs were pro- 
duced by crossing an English otter 
hound with an Irish terrier, believed 
to have been a red terrier, and later 
adding a dash of bull terrier blood, 
The combination produced a dog sec- 
end to no other deg In intelligence, 
hravery, gameness in a fight, loyalty 
to his master and his master's family, 
and kindlinass to ehildren. 

The word “alredele,” as the name 
of this new kind of dog, was first 
used in 1883 at the national dog show 
at Birmingham, Engtaud, where these 


entries were described ag “airedales 
or waterside terriers." The name 
“waterside terriers” fell Into disuse. 


The English Kennel club was slow 
und conservative in recognizing this 
tS a new and distinct breed of dog, 
but referred to them as “broken- 
haired terriers.”

was slowly dying

On May 20, 1921, Haley arrived at 
the home of his sweetheart In Canada.

Two hills stretching to the sea so 
as to furm a charming bay, and be- 
tween them an ancient, half-Spanish, 
wholly southern city; its roofs tufted 
with verdure, rising one above anoth- 
er on terraced slopes; its houses: with 
their once gay tints all faded, basking 
in peaceful decrepitude in a sunshine 
like that of June; the town fast 
asleep; the harbor silting up; the 
walls crumbling; the iron gratings 
rusting; the pavements turning green ; 
the gables nodding like old gray heads, 
tired of listentng to the samme old sto- 
ries—such {s Macao, the Far Eastern 
outpost of the Portuguese traders of 
the Sixteenth century, the Monte Car- 
lo of the Orient, and one of Portugal’s 
few remaining possessions in Pacitic 
waters, 

Macao is situated on the west side 
of the Pearl river. Forty miles across 
is Hongkong; eighty-eight miles to the 
north Mes Canton, seat of the South 
China government. Macao was foui.d- 
ed in 1557. Prior to i887 there up- 
pears to have been no documentary 
evidence of a formal 


territory, the Portuguese clawung, 


however, that they received it as a 


reward for destroying the horde of 
Mongolian pirates that harried the 
southern coast of China; and the re- 
mains of the old barrier across the 
narrow neck of land separating the 
peninsular town from the rest of the 
Istand of Heung Chan, and once guard- 
ed by Chinese soldiers, gave color to 
the Portuguese claim.. However, alt 
doubts were fafd to rest in 1887 when 
formal cession was made by China to 


the Portuguese. 


Macao's Rise and Falt. 

So marvelous was the growth and 
prosperity of this Portuguese settle- 
ment in its youth that fit excited the 
envy of the early Dutch traders who 
in 1622 attempted Its conquest. The 


spot where the Dutch leader was 
killed by a reund shot from Monte 
fort, which wrote finis to that at- 


tempt, is now marke] by a monument, 
Macao continued to -be a flourishing 
mart up te IS41, the British East In- 
dia company and the Dutch company 
meanwhile obtaining a foothold there, 
The. British free trade propaganda of 
the “Forties” excited a demand for u 
free port at Macao, to which the Por. 
tuguese demurred. Great Britain then 
secured the Hongkeng concession, 
made that a free port in 1845, and 
the dectine of Macao as aun entrepot 
dates from that year. 

Not only is Macao the site of the 
first European claim made on Chinese 
soll, but it has cultural ties with bu- 
rope closer knit than the political re- 
lationships of controverted areas to 
the north. It contains the oldest ruin 
In China that is associated with Eu- 
rope, and the tamarind and banyan 
shade the gurdens where the Por. 
tuguese Chauser, Camocns, conmposed 
half of the Lusiads, celebrating the 
discoveries of the Portuguese explor- 
ers who opened up for the West the 
secrets of the Kast. It is one of the 
half-dozen of the world’s grent epics. 


Camoens’ Place of Exite. 


Luis de Camoens, the star of Lusi- 
tantan poetry, became enamored of 
Catharina d'Atayada, lady-in-honor to 
Queen Catharina of Portugal, which 
so enraged the king that he banished 
the poet to Macao, about 156%, where 
he remained for five years as admin- 
istrator of the effects of decensed per- 
sons—a_ melancholy office for a poet 
Returning In 1572, hts ves- 
sel was wrecked, his small savings 
were lost, but the poem which has 
been translated into every civilized 
language was saved to an appreciative 
posterity, A monument to Camoens 
marks the spot in the grotto where he 
composed his noble epic. 

Macao has sneozed peacefully away 
on Its inland in Jate yenrs while con- 
troversies have raged around the hand- 
ful of other foreign hoidings on the 
Chinese coast. But recently the gov- 
ernment of Southern Chinn is reported 
to have demanded that there be a 
“cleanup” in the city, a procedure, 
which if carried out would entail rec- 
ognition of the Southern China govern- 
ment as well as acceptance of Its right 
to rule tno what hua long been consid- 
ered Portuguese territory. 

Once in Macao the traveler may re- 
main to contempint® an out-of-the 
way shrine of European history. But

Revenues From Gambling. 

The ideas of’ Henry George and oth- 
er tax theorists have found a niggard 
soil in Macao, whose fiscal policy is 
simplicity itself. Poo-chee and fan- 
tan provide the revenues of the city. 
It has been said that half the minted 
pieces of the Far East find their way 
sooner ur later to the gambling boards 
«f Macao, and the old Rix dollar, the 
Moxfean peso, ahd the American dime 
aee ciinhed upen the tables of the 
icunesse doree, or of the ‘rickshaw 
\ovutivs and harbor riff-raff of the town, 
while a dully flow of men, women and 
dollars crosses the estuary from Hong- 
kong to Macao and pours into the 
hells of the Roa do Jogo, or gambling 
street. 

Fan-tan is the favorite game, but it 
is nothing like the card game of that 
name known to Americans. The Chi- 
nese croupiers sit enthroned before a 
square marked at the corners with 
the numbers 1, 2, 3 and 4. The banker 
reclines behind a grating, smoking a 
long pipe. Overhead is a gallery run- 
ning all around the room and forming 
a sort of ceiling, pierced only by a 
hole the size of the table. From this 
galfery the bets are made, and the 
stakes are alternately iet dewn and 
drawn up, accompanied by the sound 
of drawling minstrelsy. 

. Phe croupier takes a handful of 
small coins and covers them with a 


reversed bowl, while money ts) laid 
on one of the four nmirobers. When 
the betting has ceased he lifts the 


bow! and separates the coins with his 
wand. Then he counts them by fours, 
and the remainder, or the last four, 
if there be no-remainder, represents 
the winning number. Kuch hazard is 
a one-to-three wager, 
pay on that basis, after deducting the 
house percentage, A number af these 
Heensed gambling dens, graded -scecord- 
ing to the Hmitvof wager ullowed, pay 
the revenues of the city of Macav. 
Attractive to Travelers.

He who lands from a steamer is 
eaptivated by its blend of Portuguese 
and Chinese people, by pagoda and 
western. church, and when the sum- 
nous of hunger Jeads him to a hotel 
that has been called the cfeanes: and 
most beautifully situated in the Or- 
fent, the contrast persists, He may 
order the famous Portuguese colares 
with his yellow water chestnut pasties, 
and choose elther ultra-accidental 
game dinners or pudding of cdngulated 
duck’s blood and sugar-preserved bam- 
hoo shoots.

“Roughing it,” “The Gilded Age” (in 
conjumction with Charles Dudley War- 
ner), “fom Sawyer,” “A Tramp Abroad,” 
“The Prince and the Pauper,” “Huckie- 
berry Fina,” “The Tragedy of. Pudd’n- 
head Wilson,” were some of the va- 
rious books which kept Americans and 
Buropeans laughing for many years. 

Mark Twain died April 21, 1910, 


AWSON’S. LANDING, on the 
Missouri side of the Missis-: 
sippi, in 1830, was a modest 

village with few claims to distinction. 
Conspicuous among her first citizens 
was York Leicester Driscol!, forty 
years of age, judge of the county court, 
of unblemished Virginia stock, unhap- 
plly childless, and esteemed by every- 
body that knew him. Another citizen 
of repute was Col. Cecil Burleigh Es- 
sex, who, except for one important 
particular, Jater disclosed, has nothing 
to do with this story. Resident here 
also was a certain Percy Northumber- 
land Driscoll, brother of the judge, 
married, and a prosperous owner ot 
slaves, among whom was a_ likely 
wench of twenty, Roxana by name. 
Into the Driscoll home on the first of 
February, 1830, two boy babies were 
born. Qne of these, christened Tom. 
was the son of Percy Northumberiand. 
The other, tagged with the name oi 
Valet de Chambre, or “Chambers” for 
short, was the son of. the slave-gir) 
Roxana, by a father at first unknown 
but later revelaed to be Colonel Essex. 
Within a week of the birth of Dris- 
coll’s son the mother died, and in the 
natural course of events both boys 
were entrusted to the maternal care 
of the slave-mother. 

About the same time into this quiet 
community came one David Wilson, 
hopefully anticipating «&. successfui 
legal career, a hope biasted in the 
borning, since a gift of irony, one of 
David’s most tangible assets, fell upon 
ears so literal as to be unapprecia- 
tive, and suspicious of humor, 

“T wish I owned half of that dog,’ 
said David une morning when a snarl.

GOULASH IN FLAVOR. 


Young cottontai] or other rabbits 
may be cooked in any of the ways 
chicken is prepared, and their meat 
may be satisfactorily substituted for 
beef or mutton in goulash and other 
stewed mixtures of meat and vege- 
tables. The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture has thoroughly 
tested the following recipe for jugged 
hare; Belgian hare, jack-rabbit, or 
wild rabbit may be used. 

» Clean the hare, remove the tough 
skin and merabranes covering meat. 
Cut into pieces of about 2-inch 
lengths; cut % pound of bacon into 
dice of about half an inch square, In 
a plate mix 3 teaspoons salt, 1 tea- 
spoon black pepper, 4 teaspoons flour, 
¥s teaspoon thyme, 1 bay leaf broken 
or crushed, 3 teaspoons finely chop- 
ped onions, 1 teasppoon grated nut- 
meg, and a pinch of ground cloves, 
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Roll the diced bacon and one-fourth 
of the meat of the hare in this mix- 
ture, In a gaucepan melt 2 table- 
spoons of butter, or lard and butter 
mixed; when hot add the bacon and 
all the meat, brown nicely, add a lit- 
tle hot water or soup stock and sim- 
mer for % hour.
